PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 

IMPORTANT — Open  your  package  of  roots  immediately 
when  they  arrive.  Plant  as  soon  as  possible  but  if  you 
have  to  wait  a  few  days,  either  keep  moist  in  open  box 
in  cool  cellar,  or  better  yet,  bury  in  garden. 

Plant  Peonies  in  good,  well  drained  soil,  in  full  sun  if 
possible,  and  away  from  trees,  buildings,  etc.  Do  not  plant 
where  a  peony  has  been  before,  unless  all  old  soil  is  taken 
out  and  replaced  with  fresh.  Plant  3  to  4  feet  apart;  set  so 
that  the  eyes  point  upward  and  are  2  to  3  inches  below  the 
top  of  ground  (very  important).  Give  each  root  2  quarts 
of  water  when  planted,  and  then  make  a  6  inch  mound  of 
dirt  above  ground  level  to  prevent  heaving,  scrape  mound 
away  late  next  spring. 

For  Permanence,  Plant  Peonies 

If  you  purchase  healthy  roots,  first  cost  of  Peonies  is 
practically  the  last  cost.  A  healthy  root  in  proper  environ¬ 
ment  should  last  a  lifetime'.  This  is  in  striking  contrast  to 
the  heavy  losses  flower  lovers  take  every  year  in  roses, 
dahlias,  gladiolus  and  many  perennials.  Even  the  finest 
Peonies  are'  now  cheap  when  their  permanence  and  wonder¬ 
ful  succession  of  bloom  year  after  year  is  considered.  Plant 
the  best,  and  enjoy  them.

EARLY  FLOWERING  SPECIES 

Every  garden  should  contain  some  of  these  early 
bloomers.  They  cover  a  period  of  about  16  days  before'  the 
common  varieties  start. 

Anomola  (Smouthii).  The  earliest  in  this  list.  A  pur¬ 
plish  red  single.  The  ‘cut-leaved’  Peony.  Makes 
a  plant  the  size  of  the1  regular  kinds  with  leaves 
gracefully  cut.  By  taking  off  the  seed  pods  after 
blooming,  one  has  a  foliage  effect  for  the  rest  of 
the  season  as  fine  as  a  large  fern . $  1.25 


Legionaire.  Dark  red  single.  Mr.  Glassocock’s  hybrid 
of  Chinensis  X  Officinalis.  This  is  extra  fine.  It 
blooms  before  the  common  Peonies,  is  a  strong 
grower  and  for  that  reason  only  is  offered  at  a 
very  low  price . 

Officinalis  Red  Jap.  Typical  Japanese  bloom,  type  of 
plant  same'  as  Officinalis  Rubra,  but  it  blooms 
about  4  days  before  the  latter.  The  same  fine 
red  color . 

Officinalis  Rosea  Plena.  Pink  double,  blooms  with 
Officinalis  Rubra . 

Officinalis  Single  Red.  Blooms  about  3  days  before 
Officinalis  Red  Jap.  The  same  plant  habits  and 
color  as  Officinalis  Rubra .

Is  one  of  the  parents  of  some  most 
beautiful  orange,  cherry,  salmon  and  coral 
hybrids  that  are  not  yet  available  at  low  prices . . 

Officinalis  Hybrid  No.  131  (Auten).  A  very  large  full 
double  bloom  on  a  30  inch  stem.  Blooms  with 
Officinalis  Rubra.  A  brilliant  shade  of  cerise1  red 
that  attracts  much  attention.

Not  only  that,  but  in  order 
to  spread  cost  out  over  a  larger  number  of  roots,  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  these  new  things  would  also  be  delayed  from  six 
to  ten  years.  The  low  prices  at  which  I  offer  these  fine  new 
things  works  directly  to  the  benefit  of  the  purchaser.  One 
can  buy  ten  of  them  for  no  more  than  used  to  be  asked  for 
one  new  Peony,  and  when  you  see  an  Auten  Peony  listed 
at  $10.00  or  more  you  can  be  sure  that  it  is  not  only  of  high 
quality,  but  that  stocks  are  still  very  small. 

By  growing  nearly  300  of  the  standard  varieties,  and 
attending  every  National  Peony  show  except  two  since 
1923,  where  hundreds  of  kinds  are  displayed,  I  have  tried 
to  learn  Peonies  well  enough  to  value  my  own  originations 
accurately.  This  present  season  several  of  the'  finest  and 
most  discriminating  judges  of  Peonies  in  the  whole  United 
States  visited  my  fields  at  blooming  time,  and  their  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  new  kinds  was  sincere  and  generous. 


AUTEN  RED  PEONIES 

These  represent  the'  most  successful  attempt  to  date  to 
secure  red  singles,  Japs  and  Semi-Doubles  that  do  not  fade 
as  the  bloom  ages,  that  are  brilliant,  of  good  substance, 
and  on  good  plants.  It  is  never  possible  to  eliminate  entirely 
the  fundamental  purple  of  a  red  peony,  but  it  can  be  reduced 
to  a  point  where  it  is  not  objectionable.  Also,  clear  purple 
shades  have  been  secured  which  are  rich  and  of  decided 
beauty.  So  many  of  the  old  reds  turn  to  a  dirty  purple  that 
few  people  realize  how  fine  a  red  peony  can  really  be.  We 
are  situated  far  enough  south,  with  sudden  hot  spells,  that 
our  reds  are  thoroughly  tested  as  to  durability  of  color. 
Where  a  variety  carries  a  definite  purple  cast,  mention 
is  made  in  its  description.  The  Novelty  Red  shade's  from 
their  very  nature  may  fade  at  the  end,  but  they  are  distinct 
and  well  worth  while.  They  are  listed  separate'  from  the 
regular  Reds.
